In the year two thousand sixteen, on the nineteenth day of December. 

Before the undersigned Maitre Leonie GRETHEN, notary residing in 
Luxembourg. 

There appeared: 

Real Estate Investments International Corp., a company limited by 
shares, ruled by the BVI Business Companies Act, having its registered office at 
Flemming House, Wickhams Cay, PO Box 662, Road Town, Tortola, British 
Virgin Islands, registered with the Registrar of Corporate Affairs under the 
number 681.864 (“Real Estate Investments International”), 

here represented by Mrs. Monique Drauth, employee, professionally 
residing in Luxembourg, by virtue of a power of attorney given under private seal. 

The said power of attorney, initialled “ ne varietur ’ by the proxyholder and 
the undersigned notary, shall remain annexed to the present deed to be filed with 
the registration authorities. 

Such party, represented as stated above, has requested the notary to draw up 
the following articles of association (the “Articles”) of a societe a responsabilite 
limitee (private limited liability company), which is hereby incorporated: 

TITLE I-FORM- NAME- PURPOSE- DURATION-REGISTERED OFFICE 

ARTICLE 1 

There is formed a private limited liability company {societe a responsabilite 
limitee) which will be governed by the laws pertaining to such an entity (hereafter 
the “Company”), and in particular the law dated 10 th August, 1915, on commercial 
companies, as amended (hereafter the “Law”), as well as by the articles of 
association (hereafter the “Articles”), which specify in the articles 7, 10, 11 and 
14 the exceptional rules applying to one member company. 

ARTICLE 2 

The object of the Company is the acquisition of participations, interests and 
units in Luxembourg or abroad, in any form whatsoever and the management of 
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such participations, interests and units. The Company may in particular acquire by 
subscription, purchase, exchange or in any other manner any stock, shares and 
other participation securities, bonds, debentures, certificates of deposit, loans 
(whether perfonning or non-performing), residential mortgages and other debt 
instruments and more generally any securities and financial instruments issued by 
any public or private entity whatsoever. The Company may enter into 
transactions, including financial transactions, with its affiliates on any tenns 
including, without limitation, other than on anns-length terms. 

The Company may incorporate or acquire subsidiaries from time to time. 

The Company may borrow in any fonn, except by way of public offer. It 
may issue by way of private placement only, notes, bonds and debentures and any 
kind of debt and/or equity securities. The Company may lend funds including the 
proceeds of any borrowings and/or issues of debt securities to its subsidiaries, or 
affiliated companies. It may also give guarantees and grant securities in favour of 
third parties to secure its obligations or the obligations of its subsidiaries, 
affiliated companies or any other company. The Company may further pledge, 
transfer, encumber or otherwise create security over all or over some of its assets. 

The Company may further invest in the acquisition and management of a 
portfolio of patents and/or other intellectual property rights of any nature or origin 
whatsoever. 

The Company may generally employ any techniques and instruments 
relating to its investments for the purpose of their efficient management, including 
techniques and instruments designed to protect the Company against credit, 
currency exchange, interest rate risks and other risks. 

The Company may carry out any commercial and/or financial transactions 
with respect to direct or indirect investments in movable and immovable property 
including but not limited to acquiring, owning, hiring, letting, leasing, renting, 
dividing, draining, reclaiming, developing, improving, cultivating, building on, 
selling or otherwise alienating, mortgaging, pledging or otherwise encumbering 
movable or immovable property. 

The Company may acquire to resell or buy and sell real property or any 
other moveable or immoveable property in any country. 

The above description is to be understood in the broadest senses and the 
above enumeration is not limiting. 

ARTICLE 3 

The Company is formed for an unlimited period of time. 

ARTICLE 4 

The Company will have the name “WNB Holding S.a r.l.”. 

ARTICLE 5 

The registered office is established in Luxembourg. 

It may be transferred to any other address in the same municipality or to 
another municipality by a decision of the sole manager or the board of managers, 
respectively by a resolution taken by the general meeting of the shareholders, as 
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required by the then applicable provisions of the Law. 

The Company may have offices and branches, both in Luxembourg and 
abroad. 

ARTICLE 6 

The capital is set at twelve thousand five hundred Euros (EUR 12,500.-) 
divided into one hundred (100) shares of one hundred twenty- five Euros 
(EUR 125.-) each. 

ARTICLE 7 

The capital may be changed at any time by a decision of the single 
shareholder or by decision of the shareholders’ meeting in accordance with article 
14 of these Articles. 

ARTICLE 8 

Each share entitles a shareholder to a fraction of the corporate assets and 
profits of the Company in direct proportion to the number of shares in existence. 

ARTICLE 9 

Towards the Company, the Company’s shares are indivisible, since only one 
owner is admitted per share. Joint co-owners have to appoint a sole person as their 
representative towards the Company. 

ARTICLE 10 

In case of a single shareholder, the Company’s shares held by the single 
shareholder are freely transferable. 

In the case of plurality of shareholders, the shares held by each shareholder 
may be transferred by application of the requirements of article 189 of the Law. 

ARTICLE 11 

The Company shall not be dissolved by reason of the death, suspension of 
civil rights, insolvency or bankruptcy of the single shareholder or of one of the 
shareholders. 

ARTICLE 12 

The Company is managed by one or several managers. If several managers 
have been appointed, they will constitute a board of managers. 

The manager(s) need not to be shareholders. The manager(s) may be 
dismissed ad nutum. 

In dealing with third parties, the manager(s) will have all powers to act in 
the name of the Company in all circumstances and to carry out and approve all 
acts and operations consistent with the Company’s object and provided the tenns 
of this article shall have been complied with. 

All powers not expressly reserved by law or the Articles to the general 
meeting of shareholders fall within the competence of the manager, or in case of 
plurality of managers, of the board of managers. 

In case of a single manager, the Company shall be validly committed 
towards third parties by the sole signature of its single manager. 
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In case of plurality of managers, the company will be validly committed 
towards third parties by the joint signature of any two members of the board of 
managers. 

The manager, or in case of plurality of managers, the board of managers 
may sub-delegate all or part of his powers to one or several ad hoc agents. 

The manager, or in case of plurality of managers, the board of managers will 
determine this agent’s responsibilities and remuneration (if any), the duration of 
the period of representation and any other relevant conditions of his agency. 

Resolutions in writing approved and signed by all managers shall have the 
same effect as resolutions passed at the managers' meetings. 

Any and all managers may participate in any meeting of the board of 
managers by telephone or video conference call or by other similar means of 
communication allowing all the managers taking part in the meeting to hear one 
another provided that a majority of the managers are in Luxembourg at the time of 
such meeting. Any meeting at which a majority of the board of managers is not 
present in Luxembourg will be deemed to be inquorate and must be reconvened. 
The participation in a meeting by these means is equivalent to a participation in 
person at such meeting. 

The shareholders may appoint and remove any manager by way of a 
unanimous written resolution. 

ARTICLE 13 

The manager or the managers (as the case may be) assume, by reason of 
his/their position, no personal liability in relation to any commitment validly made 
by him/them in the name of the Company. 

ARTICLE 14 

The single shareholder assumes all powers conferred to the general 
shareholder meeting. 

In case of a plurality of shareholders, each shareholder may take part in 
collective decisions irrespectively of the number of shares which he owns. Each 
shareholder has voting rights commensurate with his shareholding. Collective 
decisions are only validly taken insofar as they are adopted by shareholders 
owning more than half of the share capital. 

However, resolutions to alter the Articles of the Company may only be 
adopted by the majority of the shareholders owning at least three quarter of the 
Company’s share capital, subject to the provisions of the Law. 

ARTICLE 15 

The Company’s year starts on the 1st of January and ends on the 31st of 
December of every year. 

ARTICLE 16 

Each year, with reference to 31st of December, the Company’s accounts are 
established and the manager, or in case of plurality of managers, the board of 
managers prepare an inventory including an indication of the value of the 
Company’s assets and liabilities. 
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Each shareholder may inspect the above inventory and balance sheet at the 
Company’s registered office. 

ARTICLE 17 

If there are more than sixty (60) shareholders, the operations of the 
Company shall be supervised by one or several statutory auditors ( commissaires ). 

The operations of the Company shall be supervised by one or several 
reviseurs d’entreprises, when so required by law. 

The general meeting of shareholders shall appoint the statutory 
audi to r(s )/ reviseurs d’entreprises and will detennine their number, remuneration 
and the tenn of their office, which may not exceed six years. Statutory 
auditors )/ reviseurs d’entreprises may be re-elected. 

ARTICLE 18 

The gross profits of the Company stated in the annual accounts, after 
deduction of general expenses, amortisation and expenses represent the net profit. 
An amount equal to five per cent (5%) of the net profits of the Company is 
allocated to a statutory reserve, until this reserve amounts to ten per cent (10%) of 
the Company’s nominal share capital. 

The balance of the net profits may be distributed to the shareholder(s) 
commensurate to his/ their shareholding in the Company. 

The manager or, in case of plurality of managers, the board of managers is 
authorized to decide and to distribute interim dividends at any time, under the 
following conditions: 

1. The manager or, in case of plurality of managers, the board of 
managers will prepare interim statement of accounts which are the basis for the 
distribution of interim dividends; 

2. These interim statement of accounts shows that sufficient funds are 
available for distribution, it being understood that the amount to be distributed 
may not exceed realized profits as per the end of the last fiscal year, increased by 
carried forward profits and distributable reserves but decreased by carried forward 
losses and sums to be allocated to a reserve in accordance with the Law or these 
Articles. 

ARTICLE 19 

At the time of winding up the Company the liquidation will be carried out 
by one or several liquidators, shareholders or not, appointed by the shareholders 
who shall detennine their powers and remuneration. 

ARTICLE 20 

Reference is made to the provisions of the Law for all matters for which no 
specific provision is made in these Articles. 

SUBSCRIPTION - PAYMENT 

All the one hundred (100) shares have been subscribed by Real Estate 
Investments International Corp., prenamed. 

The shares have been fully paid up in cash, so that the sum of twelve 
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thousand five hundred Euros (EUR 12,500.-) is now available to the Company, 
proof of which has been given to the undersigned notary who acknowledges it. 

The undersigned notary states that the conditions set forth in article 183 and 
article 184 (1) of the law have been fulfilled. 

TRANSITORY PROVISION 

The first financial year shall begin on the date of the present deed and finish 
on December 31st, 2017. 

ESTIMATE 

The expenses, costs, fees and charges of any kind whatsoever which will 
have to be borne by the Company as a result of its formation are estimated at 
approximately one thousand Euro (EUR 1,000.-). 

RESOLUTIONS OF THE SOLE SHAREHOLDER 

Immediately after the incorporation of the Company, the sole shareholder 
representing the entirety of the subscribed share capital passed the following 
resolutions: 

1) The following person has been elected as manager of the Company for an 
unlimited period: 

- Mr. Michael Kidd, professionally residing at 49, boulevard du Prince 

Henri, L-1724 Luxembourg 

2) The address of the Company is set at 49, boulevard du Prince Henri, L-1724 
Luxembourg. 

The undersigned notary, who knows English, states that on request of the 
appearing party, the present deed is worded in English, followed by a French 
version and in case of discrepancies between the English and the French text, the 
English version will be binding. 

WHEREOF the present deed was drawn up in Luxembourg, on the day 
named at the beginning of this document. 

The document having been read to the proxy holder of the appearing party, 
who is known to the notary by her surname, first name, civil status and residence, 
the said person signed together with the notary this original deed.

ARTICLE 1 

II est forme une societe a responsabilite limitee qui sera regie par les lois 
relatives a une telle entite (ci-apres “La Societe”), et en particulier la loi du 10 
aout 1915 relative aux societes commerciales, telle que modifiee (ci-apres “la 
Loi”), ainsi que par les statuts de la Societe (ci-apres “les Statuts”), lesquels 
specifient en leurs articles 7, 10, 1 1 et 14, les regies exceptionnelles s’appliquant a 
la Societe a responsabilite limitee unipersonnelle.

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ARTICLE 14

ARTICLE 18
